Tlw link oner- 
tors may defer purchasing for some time, but if 
they enter the market during February or March 
aud attempt to lake anything like tho amount of 
oil they require, the effect will bo to run up the 
prices almost Immediately beyond the point at 
which oil cau be prolitably tanked. Something 
of an advance in prices Is alwajs looked for 
during the middle or the latter part of spring, 
aud there is no doubt but there will be au ad- 
vance as the suson of the greatest consumption 
approaches. Thero is now but about four months
